Nguyen V an Thieu Resigns 
With Bitter Blast At U.S.

SAIGON (U P I) — President 
Nguyen 
Van .Thieu 
resigned 
tonight in a speech in which he 
blam ed South V ietnam ’s m ili­ 
tary d isasters on U.S. failure to 
honor P resid en t R ichard 
M. 
Nixon’s w ritten prom ises of aid. 
The resignation opened the 
way for possible negotiations of 
a cease-fire w ith the Com m u­ 
nists who have pushed the front 
lines to w ithin 
26 m iles of 
T hieu’s presidential palace and 
have m assed 100,000 troops for 
a final assault. 
At exactly 8:40 p.m . (8:40 
a.rn.ED T) Thieu, biting his lip 
and apparently fighting back 
tears, said: 
‘‘In 
front 
of 
the 
National 
Assem bly, 
I 
announce 
m y 
resignation as president. 
‘‘Goodbye, m y friends.” 


Thieu said he and form er 
P resident Nixon had agreed 
“ on p a p e r’’ th a t th e U nited 
States would provide all neces­ 
sary aid to South Vietnam to 
defend itself if Thieu signed the 
Jan . 
27, 
1973, 
P aris 
peace 
agreem ent. 
Thieu 
said 
he 
had 
been 
assured of U.S. aid, and it had 
not been delivered. 
“ I never thought a m an like 
Mr. (U.S. S ecretary of State 
H enry) K issinger would deliver 
our people to such a disastrous 
fa te ,” Thieu said. 
As he delivered his televised 
speech to the nation, the North 
V ietnam ese 
and 
Viet 
Cong 
closed in on Saigon from three 
sides. The governm ent earlier 
today abandoned 
Xuon 
Loc, 
which som e persons have called 
the 1975 Dien Bien Phu. 


Fifteen m inutes after Thieu 
began his speech, authorities 
ordered an 8 p.m . to 7 a .rn 
curfew —one hour longer than 
the norm al both in the evening 
and 
m orning—apparently 
to 
avoid panic. 
Saigon’s defense forces w ere 
placed on full alert. 
“ If th e U n ited S ta te s had 
intervened as it should have, 
we would not be losing province 
c a p ita ls , d is tric t c a p ita ls ,’’ 
Thieu said. 
“ And we would not be faced 
with losing our national cap i­ 
ta l.” 
Thieu said he would hand 
power to ailing, 72-year-old vice 
president T ran Van Huong. But 
it w as e x p e c te d H uong also 
would resign.

Quake Shakes Japanese Islands 


TOKYO (UPI) — An earthquake rocked the Japanese 
islands of Shikoku and Kyushu today, destroying and 
dam aging 28 homes and buildings and disrupting rail 
service, police said. 
Authorities said eight persons were injured by falling 
buildings, and others rushed out of their homes and 
stood rn the rain after the trem or struck at 2:36a.m. 
H ardest hit w as 
the quake center 
in 
the Oita 
prefecture in Kyushu, about 160 miles southwest of 
Tokyo, where the ground floor of the four-story Lakeside 
Hotel caved in. 
Six persons were trapped briefly, but rescue workers 
brought them to safety, and none of the 50 persons in the 
hotel was hurt, police said. 
The w eather bureau said the quake registered four on 
the Japanese scale of seven. 
The Japan National Railways said local rail services 
in Kyushu were disrupted, and broken highways halted 
road traffic. 


Bodies Found In Sunken Vessel 


COLOGNE, G erm any (UPI) — Salvage crews raised 
the burned-out hulk of a Dutch excursion boat from the 
bottom of the Rhine River today and found 18 badly 
burned bodies inside. 
The crews, working through thick fog from floating 
cranes, found the bodies aboard the 270ton Princess 
Irene, Dutch Consul Herman Meerloo said. 
A fire swept through the boat early Saturday morning 
as the more than IOO passengers and crew slept. An 
estim ated 18 persons, many of them disabled and 
elderly, were trapped and believed killed A 19th victim 
died on the way to a hospital.

Studded Tire B an Fails, 
Cost Highway Millions: Marsh

Failure of the 1975 Legislature 
to ban studded tires m ay cost 
the state 
many 
millions 
in 
federal highway dollars, 
a c ­ 
cording to a memorandum sent 
to legislative leaders and to 
m em bers of the Senate and 
House Roads and T ransporta­ 
tion com m ittees. 
Executive Director Roger F. 
Marsh of the Indiana 
State 
Highway Commission relayed 
the decision of the 
Federal 
Highway Administration not to 
approve 
federal-aid 
projects 
after March 31, 1976, because 
this state still legalizes studded 
tires. 
Marsh said it w as difficult to 
estim ate how great a loss this 
might be but as an indication of 
the size, he said the June bid- 
letting will include 13 proposed 
projects for skid-resistant over­ 


lays for which the probable 
total is about $16.4 million. 
The letter from G.D. Gibson 
Jr ., division engineer for the 
Federal Highway Adm inistra­ 
tion, copies of which Marsh 
sent to Senate President Pro 
Tem Phillip E. Gutman, House 
Speaker Phill p E. Bainbridge 
and other legislators, said in 
part : 
“ Studies have shown that any 
skid 
resistance 
program 
is 
largely ineffective after two or

studded tires. Therefore, con­ 
tinued efforts to implement a 
resurfacing program to elim i­

NEW YORK (U PI) — Once 
all the red tape gets unwound, 
it appears that pleasure boat­ 
men will be allowed to use 
flow-through treatm ent devices 
for m arine toilets, instead of 
holding tanks. 
The holding tank rule was 
first announced alm ost three 
years ago by the Environm en­ 
tal Protection Agency, which 
sets the standards for what can 
be dumped into the nation’s 
waters. It brought w idespread 
opposition from boatmen. 
Biggest complaint w as that 
there were not nearly enough 
facilities available to pump out 
holding tanks and apparently 
no effort w as being m ade by 
the states to provide them. 
Consequently, the EPA has 
retreated in favor of on-board 
treatm en t 
and 
d isc h a rg e ; 
namely, 
the 
macerator-chlo- 
rinator. And the Coast Guard 


has followed up by issuing its 
reg u latio n s 
gov ern in g 
the 
m anufacture and testing stand­ 
ards for these devices. 
Now —probably during the 
next 12 months —the EPA must 
am end its original holding-tank 
regulation 
to 
m ake 
things 
official. Until then, the Coast 
Guard will stick pretty close to 
com pliance deadlines. 
In 
its 
new 
regulations, 
however, it has added a section 
waiving a requirem ent that new 
vessels 
—boats 
on 
which 
construction w as begun after 
Jan . 30, 1975 —comply with the 
no-discharge 
regulations 
by 
Jan . 30, 1977. 
The new section, in effect, 
would 
treat 
vessels 
built 
between Jan . 30, 1975, and Jan . 
30, 1976 as “ existing v essels,” 
allowing the owners to install 
certified flow-through treatm ent 
devices that would be good for 
the life of the equipment. 


Existing vessels, as before, 
have three years to install 
ce rtified -treatm en t 
d ev ice, 
which can then be kept on 
board 
for

equipment. If an owner fails to 
m ake 
the installation 
before 
that tim e, then he will have to 
comply with the current no­ 
discharge requirement by 1980. 
However, with the prom ise of 
am endm ent bf the EPA hold­ 
ing-tank 
standard, 
it 
would 
appear 
that 
approved 
flow­ 
through devices will be valid on 
nearly all vessels. 
An individual state can still 
petition EPA for m ore stringent 
regulations,

charge zones within the state. 
But the state will be required to 
show that adequate pumpout

probably that its “ water-quality 
stan dard” for the area involved 
m ak es

Redwood City, Calif., to rendez­ 
vous with the Glomar Explorer 
at sea. 


The ship was built, at an

Over the past several months, 
the story leaked out that the
